Complainant  Rita  O'Flynn  said  the  Task  Force  has  found  that  the  Mayor  s  Office  of  Housing  went  against  its  own  policy 
they  were  ordered  to  be  restored  at  a  cost  of  about  $20,000.  The  department  has  provided  some  emails  but  has  not  met 
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department  has  considered  the  matter  closed,  and  by  its  refusal  to  attend  meetings  it  is  showing  its  disrespect  to  the  Task  Force,  she  said.  Its  actions  warrant  a  referral  to  the  Ethics 
Commission,  she  said. 

The  Respondent  was  not  represented.  There  was  nobody  in  the  audience  to  present  facts  and  evidence  in  support  of  the  Respondent. 

Chair  Knee  said  the  non-appearance  by  the  Respondents  is  a  violation  of  Sec.  67.21  (  e  ).  He  also  said  Erica  Craven-Green,  chair  of  the  Compliance  and  Amendments  Committee,  had 
written  to  the  department  which  to  date  has  not  responded.  Those  actions,  he  said,  show  a  disregard  for  the  Ordinance  and  the  Task  Force. 

Member  Williams  made  a  motion  to  have  the  matter  forwarded  to  the  state  attorney  general  for  enforcement.  Motion  died  for  lack  of  a  second. 

Motion  to  have  the  matter  forwarded  to  the  Ethics  Commission  (  Goldman  /  Knee  ) 

Public  Comment:  Kimo  Crossman  suggested  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Ethics  Commission  because  it  is  known  to  investigate  referrals  and  because  it  is  under  pressure  from  the 
press.  Ray  Hartz  urged  referring  it  to  Ethic-,  and  using  the  Respondent's  refusal  to  juslity  the  need  lor  amendments  to  the  Sunshine  ( lidin.incc  to  the  voters.  I'eter  Warfield  said  the 
Ordinance  calls  for  a  referral  and  the  Task  Force  should  not  be  discussing  the  possible  outcome  of  a  particular  action.  Mark  OFlynn  said  referring  the  matter  to  the  District  Attorney 
would  be  preferable  because  it  has  the  ability  to  file  a  case  against  the  department  in  Superior  Court  and  only  to  send  the  issue  of  document  destruction  to  the  Ethics  Commission. 
Allen  Grossman  urged  sending  it  also  to  the  DA  and  said  that  the  Task  Force  does  not  have  a  case  against  referral  but  to  continue  sending  referrals  to  the  Ethics  Commission  would  be 
to  force  it  to  really  address  the  issue.  An  anonymous  speaker  said  the  people  have  spoken  and  the  time  to  seek  justice  had  come,  and  that  it  was  best  to  do  something. 

Member  Chan  suggested  referring  the  matter  to  the  District  Attorney.  Member  Goldman  and  Chair  Knee  agreed.

Complainant  Peter  Warfield  said  he  asked  to  see  from  the  Clerks  Office  a  file  that  contained  contact  information  about  members  of  the  Library  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  of  which 
he  is  a  member.  He  was  provided  with  a  document  that  had  certain  information  redacted.  That  document  had  in  the  past  been  provided  to  him  without  redactions,  he  said.  The  Clerk 
continues  to  violate  the  Ordinance  and  Order  of  Determination  because  the  new  polio'  does  not  meet  the  requirements  set  forth  by  the  Task  Force,  he  said.  Ray  Hartz  said  a  citizen  has 
the  right  to  look  into  an  issue  if  that  person  believes  that  the  City  government  is  dome  something  wrong  That,  he  said,  is  the  First  Amendment  and  it  is  protected  by  the  Constitution. 
Anybody  standing  in  Mr.  Warfield's  way  was  violating  his  Constitutional  rights,  Mr.  Hartz  said.  He  said  the  Task  Force  needs  to  stand  up  and  defend  the  public  and  not  worry  about 
what  would  happen  down  the  road.  Kimo  Crossman  said  the  policy  was  not  legal  but  was  closer  to  what  it  previous  was.  He  said  people  give  up  their  right  to  privacy  when  they  submit 
their  information  to  the  government.  This  also  means,  he  said,  that  the  Sunshine  complaint  form  will  still  allow  for  confidentiality.  The  way  to  go  about  this  is  to  inform  the  applicant 
that  the  information  provided  is  disclosable,  he  said. 

Respondent  Madeleine  Licavoli  of  the  Clerk's  Office  said  the  Clerk  has  renewed  and  revised  the  policy  and  that  no  further  revisions  are  planned.  The  public  can  contact  the 
commission,  hoard,  task  force  members  through  their  respective  clerks  or  secretaries,  she  said. 

Chair  Knee  said  anybody  who  is  in  contact  with  the  City  should  be  informed  that  the  contact  information  they  provide  is  a  public  record  and  give  them  a  chance  to  provide  alternate 
information.  The  Task  Force  has  been  very  clear  on  the  Issue  and  should  continue  to  find  the  departments  in  violation,  he  said. 

Member  Washburn  said  a  strong  statement  should  be  made  to  the  Clerk  and  explain  to  her  how  the  Task  Force  interprets  the  Ordinance  Members  Goldman  and  Knoebber  agreed. 
Chair  Knee  to  write  to  the  Clerk  and  voice  the  Task  Force  s  position  on  redactions.  Without  objection. 
Matter  referred  to  the  Education,  Outreach  and  Training  Committee. 

The  Respondent  did  not  have  any  closing  remarks.  The  Complainant  said  the  case  is  akin  to  document  denial  and  urged  the  Task  Force  to  refer  it  to  the  appropriate  authority.  The 
redaction  also  violates  his  rights  as  a  citizen,  he  said.

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done  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  not  on  behalf  of  the  tax  payers  and  that  made  access  to  documents  difficult,  she  said.  She  wanted  to  know  why  Ms.  O'Brien  is  still  a  City  employee  and 
what  was  said  during  the  investigation.  She  said  she  received  only  four  pages  about  the  case  from  the  City  Attorney's  Office  whereas  the  Chronicle  was  able  to  provide  numerous  pages 
about  the  mailer  It  sounds  confidential  but  SI-  is  supposed  to  have  lr.insp.uenc\  and  open  g.i\emnu-nl.  IS\  protecting  this  p.uliciilai  employee,  the  c  1 1 \  Attorney  s  <  mice  is 
encouraging  similar  acts  of  corruption  within  the  City  government.  She  also  claimed  that  she  and  her  neighbors  had  received  threatening  notes  and  letters  and  was  willing  to  produce 
the  proof  if  the  Task  Force  was  interested.  She  questioned  why  the  City  Attorney's  Office  was  withholding  information  if  there  was  nothing  to  hide. 

Respondent  Virginia  Dario  EUzondo  of  the  City  Attorney's  Office  said  the  request  was  for  an  internal  investigation  that  was  leaked  to  the  press.  There  is  a  report  that  is  confidential 
under  the  attorney  work  product  doctrine  and  the  attorney  client  privilege.  Two  disciplinary  letters  sent  to  the  subject  of  the  investigation  was  released.  That  answered  one  of  Ms. 
Starr's  questions  as  to  what  happened  to  the  employee.  Just  because  a  document  or  portions  of  it  are  leaked  to  the  press  does  not  make  it  a  public  document.  Lawyers  have  the 
responsibility  lo  maintain  the  privilege. 

There  was  no  one  in  the  audience  to  present  facts  and  evidence  on  behalf  of  the  respondent. 
Member  Cauthen  wanted  to  know  if  the  leak  was  a  waiver  of  the  privileges. 

DCAThreet  said  in  the  absence  of  a  waiver  the  attorney  is  obligated  understate  law  to  keep  the  matter  confidential. 

Acting  Chair  Craven-Green  said  there  was  no  case  law  on  the  privilege  issue  as  to  employee  misconduct  investigations  conducted  by  the  City  Attorney.  And  where  the  allegations  have 
been  found  not  to  be  substantial  or  discipline  has  not  been  imposed,  justifiable  redactions  can  be  made.

Complainant  Kenneth  Kinnard  said  this  complaint  dales  back  to  2005  when  allegations  were  made  against  him  that  cost  him  his  certification.  He  said  he  received  a  letter  last  year  from 
the  Human  Rights  Commission  that  said  no  such  documents  existed.  He  said  he  responded  by  asking  that  the  HRC  remove  the  allegations  mentioned  in  documents  posted  on  the 
Internet.  The  HRC  responded  by  saying  that  he  needed  to  address  the  Commission  so  that  a  motion  will  be  made  to  make  the  correction.  Mr.  Kinnard  said  he  does  not  need  to  attend. 
He  said  he  made  another  IDR  request  on  Jan.6  to  the  HRC  and  they  have  not  responded.  He  said  even  the  arbitrator  has  said  that  no  such  information  was  presented.  The  HRC  he 
said  is  dragging  its  feet  while  his  f.unilv  suiters  at  the  hands  of  rouge  HRC  employees. 

Respondent  Melinda  Kanios  of  the  Human  Rights  Commission  said  Mr  Kinnard  has  made  several  requests  through  the  y  ears  and  the  department  has  been  responsive.  His  requests 
for  documents  have  been  duplicative  and  that  was  why  she  believed  that  all  the  information  requested  by  Mr.  Kinnard  has  been  produced.  She  said  she  could  not  produce  information 
that  she  did  not  have.

There  was  no  one  in  the  audience  to  present  tads  jm|  ev  idence  on  behalf  of  the  respondent. 

To  Member  Cauthen,  Mr.  Kinnard  said  there  are  no  documents  to  support  the  allegations  posted  on  the  Internet  which  says  that  his  P&K  Trucking  company  no  longer  was  a  trucker 
but  a  brokerage  firm.  What  he  wanted  was  for  the  Task  Force  to  support  him  and  force  the  HRC  to  admit  that  there  were  no  documents  to  support  the  slanderous  allegations 
mentioned  by  the  HRC. 

Ms.  Kanios  said  the  minutes  of  the  January  2005  Commission  meeting  reflect  what  was  said  during  a  hearing  by  arbitrator  Henry  Epstein.  The  minutes  reflect  that  Mr.  Epstein  had 
agreed  with  the  Commission  that  Mr.  Kinnard  was  not  operating  as  a  trucker  but  as  a  broker.

It  was  motioned  by  Member  Knee  and  seconded  by  Member  Willi 
meeting  minutes. 

Member  Washburn  gave  her  revisions  to  the  minutes. 
Public  Comment: 
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each  of  the  meetings.  Mr.  Warfield  further  stated  that  it  would  be  suitable  and  appropriate  if  the  content  of 
the  minutes  supplied  information  to  both  the  Task  Force  and  the  public  which  set  an  example  for  minutes 
that  are  helpful  and  as  complete  as  possible. 

Mr.  Warfield  indicated  that  agenda  item  16,  which  is  commonly  known  as  General  Public  Comment,  did  not 
reflect  the  correct  verbiage  of  his  comments  and  implied  that  he  complained  about  the  lack  of  recognition  he 
received  at  the  meeting  of  February'  23,  2010. 

Mr.  Warfield  suggested  utilizing  words  that  are  less  prejudicial  to  the  speaker,  and  suggested  statements 
such  as,  The  references  in  the  matters  that  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  Task  Force  sends  out  should  correctly 
recognize  the  association  and  affiliation  ol  tin  pel  son  or  organization  who  has  filed  the  complaint". 

2.  Approval  of  March  23,  2010,  meeting  minutes. 

Member  Washburn  stated  that  she  had  not  an  opportunity  to  review  the  minutes  and  asked  to  have  the  item 


It  was  motioned  by  Member  Goldman  and  seconded  by  Member  Knoebber  to  continue  the  March  23.  2010 
meeting  minutes  to  the  next  meeting  without  objection  Motion  passed  unanimously. 


3.  Special  recognition  to  Kristin  M.  Chu  for  her  community  service  as  a  Member  and  Chair  of 
the  Sunshine  Ordinance  Task  Force. 

Chair  Knee  apprised  the  Task  Force  members  that  Ms.  Chu  has  moved  to  New  York.  Member  Knee  stated 
that  Ms.  Chu  contributed  immeasurably  to  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  Task  Force,  and  asked  members  to  offer 

Member  Williams  stated  that  Ms.  Chu  was  pleasant,  knowledgeable  and  dedicated  to  the  Sunshine 
Ordinance  Task  Force. 

Member  Chan  stated  that  Ms.  Chu  was  very  hard  working  and  appreciated  for  all  of  her  attributes. 

Member  Washburn  stated  that  she  previously  met  Ms.  Chu  at  the  League  of  Women  Voters  where  she 
trained  other  Board  Members  and  contributed  a  lot  to  the  organization  as  a  whole.  Ms.  Chu  was  also 
responsible  for  Member  Washbum  joining  the  Task  Force. 

Chair  Knee  added  that  Ms.  Chu  put  a  lot  of  thought  into  her  work  and  her  opinions  were  weU  founded  and 
honest. 

Public  Comment: 

Doug  Comstock  stated  that  he  wanted  to  remember  Ms.  Chu  and  all  of  the  effort  that  she  contributed  to  the 
Task  Force.  Mr.  Comstock  spccificalh  rcmcmlxTcd  her  abilitv  to  .ilwa>s  coordinate  joint  hearings  between 
the  Task  Force  and  the  Ethics  Commission. 

4.  09057        The  Education,  Outreach  and  Training  Committee  has  referred  to  the  Task  Force  #09057 

Peter  Warfield  V  Clerk  of  the  Board  w  ith  a  recommendation  that  it  find  the  Clerk  s  Office  in 
willful  violation  of  the  Ordinance  and  that  it  also  find  the  t  lerk  s  Office  in  violation  of  Sec. 
67.21(e)  for  failure  to  send  a  representative  to  the  Committee  s  hearing  on  March  11,  2010. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Warfield  stated  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  sent  a  letter  dated  April  37,  2010.  to  the  Chair  of  the  Task 
Force,  Richard  Knee,  citing  the  timeline  of  the  various  events  that  had  occurred  surrounding  this  matter. 

Mr.  Warfield  stated  that  the  Task  Force's  rules  state  that  material  that  is  to  be  provided  and  considered  at 
meetings  must  be  provided  at  least  a  week  in  advance  in  order  to  be  considered  and  if  it  is  not.  may  not  be 
considered  by  the  Task  Force.  Mr.  Warfield  cited  that  receipt  of  the  letter  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  dated 
April  27,  2010,  was  inappropriate  and  did  not  comply  with  the  ordinance. 

Mr.  Warfield  expressed  that  while  he  was  pleased  with  the  acknowledgement  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
that  the  Clerk's  office  violated  the  law,  it  does  not  excuse  the  fact  that  the  Clerk  s  office  violated  the 
ordinance,  and  encouraged  the  Task  Force  to  comply  with  the  recommended  action  as  referenced  on  the 
agenda. 

Kimo  Crossman  stated  that  in  a  similar  dispute  with  the  Clerk's  office  he  submitted  a  request  for  Sunshine 
Ordinance  application  renewals  and  upon  receipt  ..I  tin  J«»  unu  1 1 1 -  Jim  overed  that  •  1  rtjin  information  had 
been  redacted. 

Mr.  Crossman  further  stated  that  the  only  violation  the  Clerk  has  committed  from  his  opinion  was  lack  of 
meeting  attendance  and  failure  to  provide  valid  justification  for  withholding  certain  information. 

Doug  Comstock  stated  historically  prior  to  the  creation  of  the  Sunshine  Ordinance,  when  members  of  the 
public  were  displeased  with  the  conduct  of  a  department  or  met  with  resistance  on  the  disclosure  of 
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information,  the  public  would  submit  written  correspondence  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Upon  arrival  lo 

available.  The  information  was  then  used  to  contact  those  people  and  organize  against  the  t'Hs 

San  Francisco.  However,  the  creation  of  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  removed  the  process  as  an  effective 

organizing  tool,  and  Mr.  Comstock  expressed  sadness  over  its  elimination 

Mr.  Comstock  further  stated  that  he  was  also  concerned  that  this  implies  that  information  was  ill,  ;  ,,  IK 
redacted  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  as  the  information  redacted  was  done  without  the  public's  permission.  Mr. 
Comstock  stated  that 

this  should  be  clearly  conveyed  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  as  the  action  to  redact  information  without  the 
expressed  permission  of  the  citizen's  whose  information  is  being  redacted  is  illegal. 

Discussion  ensued  among  the  Task  Force  members  and  a  brief  recess  was  called  by  Chair  Knee.  Upon 
reconvening  the  meeting  Chair  Knee  stated  this  issue  has  already  been  referred  to  the  Ethics  Committee 

Chair  Knee  cited  that  the  other  matter,  complaint  #09056,  which  related  to  a  request  for  information  from 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  which  contained  redacted  information,  is  not  on  the  current  agenda. 

The  Task  Force  recommended  that  the  Education,  Outreach  and  Training  Committee  review  complaint 
number  #09056  and  refer  back  to  the  Task  Force. 

Mr.  Warfield  recited  that  there  were  two  issues  being  addressed  in  his  complaint  which  include  the  following: 

1)  The  Sunshine  Ordinance  Task  Force  find  the  Clerk  of  the  Board's  office  in  willful  violation  of  the 
ordinance  with  respect  to  the  complaint  filed  and; 

2)  Failure  of  the  Clerk  to  send  a  representative  to  the  Education,  Outreach  and  Training  Committee  hearings 
when  matters  where  before  the  Committee  and  under  the  law  requires  the  department  to  attend. 

Chair  Knee  stated  for  the  record  there  would  be  no  action  as  no  one  on  the  Task  Force  presented  a  motion. 

5.        09069        The  Compliance  and  Amendments  Cornmittee  has  referred  to  the  Task  Force  a 

recommendation  that  #09057  Asian  Law  Caucus  v  Mayor's  Office  be  forwarded  to  the  Ethics 
Commission  on  the  basis  of  willful  failure  to  comply  with  the  Order  of  Determination,  willful 
failure  to  comply  with  the  requirement  to  appear  at  hearings,  and  willful  failure  to  pro\ide 
justification  for  withholding. 

Member  Craven-Green  noted  for  the  record  that  the  agenda  item  contained  an  error  in  reporting,  the 
reference  numbers  were  cited  wrong,  however  the  item  had  been  appropriately  agendized. 

Angela  Chan,  staff  attorney  at  the  Asian  Law  CaucusrStated  that  she  submitted  a  Sunshine  Ordinance 
request  to  the  Mayor's  Office  on  Septembers,  2009.  Ms.  Chan  requested  documents  relative  to  an  internal 
breach  of  confidentiality  of  a  confidential  City  Attorney's  memo  regarding  the  Sanctuary  Ordinance  that  was 
leaked  to  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle  newspaper. 

The  Mayor  admitted  that  he  did  in  fact  leak  the  memo,  however  up  on  request  of  the  details  of  how  the  leak 
occurred,  the  Mayor's  Office  declined  to  respond  and  finally  stated  that  the  Office  of  the  Mayor  could  not 
comply  with  the  request. 

On  October  15,  2009,  Ms.  Chan  submitted  a  complaint  against  the  Mayor's  Office  relative  to  the  breach  of 
confidentiality  as  stated  above.  On  December  1,  2009,  the  Task  Force  found  that  the  Mayor's  Office  was  in 
willful  violation  of  the  breach  of  confidentiality,  failure  to  appearand  failure  to  provide  justification  of 
withholding  information  relative  to  the  complaint. 

On  January  5,  2010,  in  an  attempt  to  address  the  remainder  of  the  complaint  before  the  Task  Force,  the  Task 
Force  found  the  Mayor's  Office  in  willful  violation  of  Section  67-34,  (WILLFUL  FAILURE  SHALL  BE 
OFFICIAL  MISCONDUCT)  of  the  ordinance,  willful  failure  to  comply  and  also  in  violation  of  Section  67.21 
(PROCESS  FOR  GAINING  ACCESS  TO  PUBUC  RECORDS;  ADMINISTRATIVE  APPEALS). 

Ms.  Chan  recommended  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Ethics  Commission  as  it  appears  that  the  Mayor's 
Office  is  in  violation  of  intentional,  willful  failure  to  comply  with  the  request. 

Kimo  Crossman,  stated  that  in  the  past  he  has  filed  complaints  against  the  Mayor's  Office  and  has  found  the 
Mayor's  Office  guilty  of  repeated  violations  of  failure  to  comply  with  requests  for  information  specific  to 
Sunshine  Ordinance  matters.  Mr.  Crossman  recommended  that  the  Task  Force  refer  the  matter  to  the  Ethics 
Commission  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  their  consideration  on  a  hearing. 

Member  Chan  recommended  that  the  Task  Force  refer  the  matter  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Ethics 
Commission  as  he  agreed  that  this  is  a  willful  violation  of  failure  comply.  Member  Williams  concurred  with 
the  recommendation  as  stated  by  Member  Chan. 

It  was  motioned  by  Member  Craven-Green  to  refer  the  item  on  the  basis  of  willful  failure  to  comply  with  the 
order  of  determination,  and  willful  failure  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  appearance  at  hearings  and 
willful  failure  to  provide  justification  of  withholding,  to  the  Ethics  Commission  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
and  naming  the  Mayor  as  the  respondent  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor's  Office.  The  motion  was  seconded  by 
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Member  Goldman. 

Member  Chan  and  Chair  Knee  both  recommended  an  amendment  to  the  motion  to  include  both,  the  Mayor 
and  Shirley  Chou,  Deputy  Communications  Director/Advisor  on  Asian  Affairs,  Mayor's  Office  of 
Communication.  Motion  passed  unanimously. 

Public  Comment: 

Allen  Grossman  stated  that  the  use  of  willful  violation  is  unique  to  one  section  of  the  ordinance.  Section 
67.34.  which  relates  to  official  misconduct.  Mr.  Grossman  further  stated  that  all  that  is  needed  is  use  of  the 
word  violation  unless  the  desired  result  is  to  have  a  finding  of  official  misconduct,  in  which  case  you  make 
the  finding  and  send  it  to  the  Ethics  Commission.  Official  misconduct  is  not  unique  to  the  Sunshine 
Ordinance,  it  appears  six  other 

places  in  the  City  Charter. 

6.  10007         Hearing  on  whether  the  City  Attorney's  Office's  has  complied  with  the  Order  of 

Determination  in  #10007  Chris  Daly  v  Mayor's  Office. 

April  Veneracion,  Legislative  Aide  to  Supervisor  Daly,  stated  that  theiroffice  had  not  received  their  February 
4,  2010  records  request. 

Member  Craven-Green  stated  that  the  item  was  agendized  wrong  and  should  read:  Hearing  on  whether  the 
Mayor's  Office  has  complied  with  the  Order  of  Determination  in  *  10007  Chris  Daly  v  Mayor's  Office  and  not 
the  City  Attorney's  Office. 

Ms.  Veneracion  stated  that  the  ruling  from  the  Task  Force  did  not  yield  any  additional  results  from  the 

Mayor's  Office. 

Member  Craven-Green  stated  that  this  matter  should  be  referred  to  the  Ethics  Commission  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  willful  failure  to  comply  with  an  Order  of  Determination  and  willful  failure  to  send  a 
representative  to  hearings. 

Chair  Knee  stated  that  this  w-as  referred  to  the  Compliance  and  .Amendments  Committee  via  email  and  did 
not  receive  a  response.  Member  Chan  motioned  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the 
Ethics  Commission,  the  motion  was  seconded  by  Member  Wolfe.  Motion  passed  unanimously. 

Public  Comment: 

Kimo  Crossman  stated  that  he  wanted  to  advocate  on  behalf  of  this  matter  and  asked  the  Task  Force  to  list  all 
responsible  parties  for  the  official  misconduct.  Mr.  Crossman  further  stated  that  the  Task  Force  should  be 
clear  as  cited  earlier  In  Allen  Grossman  that  the  com  et  language  is  utilized  in  describing  this  matter  to  the 
Ethics  Commission  slating  that  official  misconduct  has  occurred  so  that  the  Ethics  Commission  does  not 
question  whether  this  » as  a  willful  v  inl.it inn  ,md  responds  appropriately. 

Peter  Warfield  stated  that  there  appears  to  be  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  the  Task  Force,  Orders  of 
Determination,  to  list  individuals  as  the  cc's,  who  appear  to  be  those  responsible.  Mr.  Warfield  stated  that  he 
thinks  that  it  is  very  important  to  be  very  serious  and  clear  about  accountability. 

Allen  Grossman  stated  that  if  the  Task  Force  is  planning  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Ethics  Commission  the 
distinction  is  very  important,  as  there  is  a  distinction  between  official  misconduct  and  what  the  Task  Force 
does.  In  a  case  of  official  misconduct,  the  finding  goes  before  the  Ethics  Commission,  who  then  responds  in 
the  same  manner  as  if  it  were  a  full  hearing  with  all  the  due  process  rights  that  an  official  is  entitled  to. 

Mr.  Grossman  further  stated  that  a  referral  for  failure  to  comply  with  an  Order  of  Determination  is  an 
enforcement  matter  which  could  eventually  lead  to 

official  misconduct.  It  does  not  require  anv  furthei  investigation,  and  there  is  not  anv  language  in  the 
ordinance  that  giv  es  the  Ethics  Commission  the  power  to  re-investigate,  which  causes  it  to  remain  an 
enforcement  matter. 

Mr.  Grossman  further  stated  that  Mr.  John  St.  Croix,  Executive  Director  of  the  Ethics  Commission,  managed 
to  confuse  two  different  parts  of  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  with  respect  to  requests  for  information  and  kept 
the  information  quiet,  until  Mr.  Grossman's  subsequent  lawsuit  forced  Mr.  St.  Croix  to  reveal  the  files. 

Discussion  ensued  between  the  Task  Force  members  and  the  members  unanimously  agreed  that  the 
Committee  find  the  Mayor  and  Mr.  Joe  Arrellano  in  willful  failure  to  comply  with  an  Order  of  Determination, 
willful  failure  to  appear  at  hearings,  and  a  finding  of  official  misconduct  based  on  the  willful  failures. 

7.  10008         Determination  of  Jurisdiction  on  complaint  filed  by  Sandra  Brotherton  against  the 

Department  of  Emergency  Management  for  allegedly  failing  to  produce  copies  of  reports 
related  to  several  9-1-1  calls. 

Member  Goldman  motioned  that  the  Task  Force  find  jurisdiction  on  the  item.  It  was  seconded  by  Member 
Knoebber.  Motion  passed  unanimously. 
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Pubuc  Comment: 

None. 

8.        10008         Hearing  on  complaint  filed  by  Sandra  Brotherton  against  the  Department  of  Emergen C3 

Management  for  allegedly  failing  to  produce  copies  of  reports  related  to  sev  eral  9-1-1  calls. 

Sandra  Brotherton  stated  that  the  Custodian  of  Records,  I.cann  Bj  bie,  an  employee  of  the  Department  of 
Emergency  Management,  failed  to  provide  un-redacted  computer  aided  dispatch  (CAD)  information  reports 
pertaining  to 

9-1-1  calls  identifying  Ms.  Brotherton  as  unstable  and  a  potential  51  .So  candidate. 

After  several  attempts  to  obtain  the  requested  information,  Ms.  Brotherton  escalated  the  matter  to  the 
District  Attorney's  Office,  who  subsequently  filed  a  complaint  on  her  behalf.  Ms.  Brotherton  ultimate!) 
withdrew  the  complaint  because  it  was  in  the  wrong  jurisdiction.  Ms.  Brotherton  made  another  request 
for  CAD  information  and  again  did  not  receive  any  response.  Ms.  Brotherton  disclosed  that  she  had  further 
documentation  that  Ms.  Bybie  was  unaware  of,  however  expressed  a  desire  to  move  forward  on  the  item 
before  the  Task  Force. 

Chair  Knee  stated  that  since  there  was  additional  documentation  that  the  respondent  had  not  had  an 
opportunity  to  review,  it  was  not  appropriate  to  introduce  the  item  without  a  recommendation  to  continue 
the  matter. 

Dave  Everly,  Support  Services  Manager,  from  the  Department  of  Emergency  Management,  Division  of 
Emergency  Communications,  stated  that  he  is  responsible  for  management  of  the  Custodian  of  Records. 
Annette  Goley,  supervisor  of  the  Custodian  of  Records  stated  that  their  department  receives  over  1  million 
calls  per  year  and  it  does  not  have  the  capacity  to  individually  identify  each  request  for  information.  The 
inability  to  scrutinize  each  request,  causes  certain  information  to  be  withheld,  as  it  would  otherwise  become 
subjective. 

Task  Force  Members,  Craven-Green,  Knoebber,  and  Williams  all  provided  comments  regarding  the  9-1-1- 
calls  and  their  respective  views.  Each  indicated  that  the  public  should  not  be  discouraged  from  calling  9-1-1 
due  to  their  persona]  information  being  disclosed  and  in  many  cases,  this  has  happened. 

Member  Goldman  motioned  that  the  Task  Force  find  no  violation  on  the  item.  It  was  seconded  by  Member 
Craven-Green.  Motion  failed  5-3. 

Public  Comment: 

Kimo  Crossman  stated  that  9-1-1  calls  as  heard  both  on  the  radio  and  on  the  news  is  information  that  can  be 
disclosed  to  the  public.  If  callers  would  like  to  have  their  information  kept  private,  they  should  exercise  the 
use  of  a  public  pay  phone. 

Peter  Warfield  stated  that  the  law  is  clear  and  specific  regarding  the  disclosure  of  information,  and  what  is 
exempt  and  what  is  not.  Mr.  Warfield  expressed  concern  with  what  he  described  as  the  Task  Force 
attempting  to  create  the  law  and  stated  that  this  is  very  inappropriate  even  if  there  is  some  degree  of 
legitimacy  to  doing  so  and  advised  the  Task  Force  to  operate  within  the  confines  of  the  law. 

Member  Wolfe  stated  that  he  found  some  of  the  statements  in  the  report  from  Mr.  Paul  Zarefsky  troubling  as 
he  believes  that  a  person  has  the  right  to  confront  their  accuser  in  an  open  court.  As  a  member  of  the  public 
people  are  subject  to  telemarketing  calls  from  companies  who  do  not  disclose  where  they  obtained  the 
information.  Information  can  be  obtained  from  a  master  voter  file  as  it  contains  all  the  pertinent  information 
about  a  person  available  for  public  view. 

Member  Wolfe  further  stated  that  based  upon  Mr.  Zarefsky 's  references,  redactions  under  CLETS  do  not 
apply  and  thinks  that  what  is  being  redacted  is  proper  relative  to  a  person's  personal  criminal  history  which 
may  include  the  complainant  who  may  not  want  to  be  exposed.  Under  Megan's  Law,  it's  exposed  and  this 
validates  that  there  are  cases  where  certain  information  does  get  exposed  in  certain  situations.  Member 
Wolfe  stated  that  he  was  not  convinced  in  this  particular  situation,  that  certain  information  should  be 
withheld. 


Member  Williams  motioned  to  find  violation  of  Sections  67.21,  67.24  and  67.27.  It  was  seconded  by  Member 
Chan. 

Public  Comment  on  the  Second  Motion: 

Kimo  Crossman  stated  that  he  was  pleased  that  the  Task  Force  was  exploring  this  matter  further.  Mr. 
Crossman  further  stated  that  calls  to  9-1-1-  are  not  private  and  upon  calling  9-1-1.  there  is  not  any  recording 
that  states  your  information  will  be  remain  private  and  undisclosed  to  others.  This  is  why  recordings  of  calls 
are  heard  on  both  the  radio  and  the  news. 

Peter  Warfield  stated  he  believed  that  no  one  should  be  allowed  to  talk  to  anyone  anytime  or  send,  emails,  or 
letters  because  it  may  frighten  the  person  or  cause  them  a  considerable  amount  of  discomfort.  The  claims  of 
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the  possible  potentialities  are  something  that  any  person  with  any  fertile  imagination  could  use  as  a  reason  to 
Mr.  Warfield  further  staled  lh.it  the  law  is  explicit  t  iling  Section  67.26: 

Withholding  Kept  To  A  Minimum,  which  states  that  no  record  shall  be  withheld  from  disclosure  in  its 

California  Public  Records  Act  or  some  other  statute.  Information  that  is  exempt  from  disclosure  shall  be 
masked,  deleted  or  otherwise  segregated  in  order  that  the  nonexempt  portion  of  a  requested  record  may  be 
released,  and  keyed  by  footnote  or  other  clear  reference  to  the  appropriate  justification  lor  withholding 
required  by  Section  67.27  of  this  article.  This  work  shall  be  done  personally  by  the  attorney  or  other  staff 
member  conducting  the  exemption  reeiew.  The  work  of  responding  to  a  public-records  request  and 
preparing  documents  for  di-.cto-.urc  shall  be  considered  part  of 'the  rcyulai  work  dulws  of  ami  city  employee, 
and  no  fee  -  hall  he  .  limy  e, I  to  the  requester  lo  cover  the  personnel  costs  oj  responding  to  a  records  request. 

Mr.  Warfield  encouraged  the  Task  Force  to  bring  this  matter  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Mr.  Grossman  stated  this  is  very  typical  of  what  Mr.  Zarefsky  does  as  the  department  was  likely  advised  on 
the  appropriate  communication  to  engage  regarding  this  matter  directly  from  Mr.  Zarefsky.  Mr.  Zarefsky 
cites  four  sections  in  the  California  Public  Records  Act  and  Sunshine  Ordinance  on  specific  context  where 
privacy  is  protected,  coupled  by  further  comments  about  the  importance  of  health,  safety  and  the  protection 
of  the  caller.  However,  none  of  that  information  is  embraced  in  the  four  exemptions  and  they  are  the  only 
four  that  can  prevent  the  disclosure  of  the  9-1-1  calls.  Mr.  Grossman  further  slated  that  none  of  the  four 
exemptions  apply  to  a  9-1-1  call. 

Member  Wolfe  stated  that  he  agrees  with  some  of  the  public  testimony  given  with  regards  to  the  law  as 
followed  by  the  Task  Force,  which  it  makes 

determinations  on.  Member  Wolfe  referenced  Mr.  Zarefsky  s  response  citing  that  he  did  not  understand 

for  the  person's  name  of  the  person  who  responded.  Moreover.  Mr.  Zarefsky  takes  an  excerpt  of  Section 
6254  (0  of  the  CPRA,  citing 

"However,  slate  and  lo,  al  lau  enforcement  ayencic-  shall  disclose  the  nam,  -  and  addressee  of  persons 
involved  in,  or  witnesses  other  than  confidential  informants  to.  the  incident,  the  description  of  any  property 
involved,  the  date,  time,  and  location  of  the  incident,  all  diagrams,  statements  of  the  parties  involved  in  the 
incident,  the  statements  of  all  witnesses,  other  than  confidential  informants,  to  the  victims  of  an  incident,  or 
an  authorised  represcntatii  c  thereof,  an  insurance  1 ,  rncr  against  11  hu  ll  a  ,  /<i;w  has  been  or  might  be  made 
and  an l) person  -11 II  am  a  /.,..Wi;  initiry  ,a  pi  ■  perl o  ,la mag,  or  I,.-  -  a-  tli,  result  of  the  incident  caused  by 
arson,  burglary,  fire,  explosion,  larceny  robbery,  carjacking,  vandalism,  vehicle  theft,  or  a  crime  as  defined 
by  subdivision  (b)  of  Section  13951.  unless  the  disclosure  u  mild  endanger  the  safety  of  a  witness  or  other 
person  involved  in  the  investigation  or  unless  disclosure  wotdd  endanger  the  successful  completion  of  the 
investigation  or  a  related  investigation.  However,  nothing  in  this  division  sliall  require  the  disclosure  of  that 
portion  of  those  investigative  files  that  reflects  the  analysis  or  conclusions  of  the  investigating  officer." 

Mr.  Wolfe  stated  that  he  had  not  heard  from  the  discussion  if  the  investigating  ..nicer  or  the  police 
department  and  not  CAD,  have  ^identified  that  the  caller  would  be  in  danger  or  if  CAD  had  not  received  any- 
such  information  from  the  police  department,  there  would  be  no  reason  to  withhold  the  information. 

Anette  Goley  stated  that  once  officers  are  dispatched  to  an  incident,  the  department  does  not  have  any 
control  over  what  takes  place  and  have  no  way  of  knowing  what  the  officer  may  have  determined  upon  arrival 
to  the  scene,  which  is  why  they  do  not  provide  the  information  as  they  do  not  have  the  ability  to  assess  the 
situation  beforehand,  as  they  are  not  a  part  of  the  inv  estigative  body  of  their  portion  of  an  incident. 

Discussion  ensued  between  the  Task  Force  and  the  respondent.  The  Deputy  City  Attorney.  Frank  Brass,  was 
asked  to  clarify  the  issue  ami  the  relative  p.  ants  raised  bv  Member  \\  ..He  Mr  Brass  stated  that  the 
discussion  involved  a  policy       the  respondent  agenev  ami  .1  iii.lgnieiil  call  made  involving  tins  particular 
case  as  well  as  public  policy  encouraging  candor  and  using  9-1-1  services.  What  is  currently  in  place  is  a  policy 
that  protects  that  privacy.  Mr.  Brass  further  slated  that  if  the  Task  Force  were  to  change  the  policy  for  this 
particular  case,  it  would  open  the  flood  gates  for  the  public  to  be  more  concerned,  and  advised  the  Task  Force 
to  proceed  very  carefully  be  ton  proceeding  forward.

Member  Goldman  motioned  that  the  Task  Force  find  jurisdiction  on  the  item.  It  was  seconded  by  Member 
Knoebber.  Motion  passed  unanimously 

Public  Comment: 
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10.  lOOll  Hearing  on  complaint  filed  by  Juan  DeAnda  against  the  Department  of  Public  Health  for 

allegedly  withholding  information. 

Chair  Knee  motioned  to  continue  the  item  as  neither  the  complainant  nor  the  respondent  were  present  I  be 
Task  Force  took  action  on  the  item  as  it  was  determined  there  was  enough  information  before  the  Task  Force 
to  make  a  determination  in  the  case. 

Member  Craven-Green  indicated  that  the  complainant  was  requesting  information  from  the  San  Francisco 
Department  of  Public  Health  data  on  ethnic  minorities,  that  were  being  served  by  SWORD  Plow  Shares.  The 
response  from  the  department  was  that  they  did  not  have  the  information  as  they  do  not  request  the 
information  and  it  is  not  supplied. 

Discussion  ensued  and  the  Task  Force  found  the  department  to  be  in  compliance  with  the  request  at 
submitted  by  Mr.  DeAnda. 

Member  Wolfe  stated  that  if  SWORD  Plow  Shares  receives  City  finds,  they  are  subject  to  Sunshine  Rules. 
Member  Craven-Green  stated  that  SWORD  Plow  Shares  do  receive  City  funds,  however  they  are  onlv  subject 
to  Administrative  Code  Section  12L. 

Public  Comment: 

Peter  Warfield  stated  that  the  Task  Force  should  consider  what  the  interested  parties  may  want  to  do.  It 
would  be  reasonable  to  allow  the  parties  an  opportunity  to  make  an  appearance  on  their  own  behalf  as  the 
Chair  suggested. 

Mr.  Warfield  also  indicated  that  there  had  been  previous  discussion  in  the  past  regarding  violations  by 
departments  that  do  not  appear  for  hearings,  which  creates  the  potential  for  a  violation  for  the  department. 
However  the  department(s)y  maybe  able  to  reasonably  justify  their  lack  of  attendance  at  meetings  and  the 
Task  Force  may  undoubtedly  find  that  the  departments  is  not  in  violation. 

Kimo  Crossman  mirrored  Mr.  Warfield's  comments  and  recommended  that  the  Task  Force  table  the  item 
and  offer  both  parties  an  opportunity  to  appear  before  the  Task  Force. 

Member  Crave-Green  stated  that  she  did  not  see  the  ambiguity  in  this  case  to  have  the  item  continued  as  it's 
unclear  how  each  of  the  parties  would  like  to  proceed  as  neither  were  present.  Member  Williams  mirrored 
Member  Craven-Green's  comments  and  stated  that  she  wanted  to  continue  the  item  as  there  was  further 
information  to  be  heard. 

Member  Wolfe  motioned  to  continue  the  item  to  May  25,  2010,  it  was  seconded  by  Member  Washburn. 
Motion  passed  unanimously.

Department  for  allegedly  not  responding  to  her  Immediate  Disclosure  Request  and  alleged 
failure  to  produce  a  public  document. 

Member  Goldman  motioned  that  the  Task  Force  find  jurisdiction  on  the  item.  It  was  seconded  by  Member 
Knoebber.  Motion  passed  unanimously. 

Public  Comment: 

None. 

Member  Washburn  disclosed  for  the  record  that  she  is  a  near  neighbor  of  the  complainant,  and  did  not  see 
any  potential  conflict  of  interest. 

12.  10012         Hearing  on  complaint  filed  by  Ellen  Tsang  against  the  Planning  Department  for  allegedly  not 

responding  to  her  Immediate  Disclosure  Request  and  alleged  failure  to  produce  a  public 

Ellen  Tsang  stated  that  an  email  from  Agnes  Lau  of  the  Planning  Department  was  sent  to  the  Building 
department  on  February  12,  2010,  stating  that  the  department  had  received  a  few  complaints  for  violation  of 
the  building  code.  The  email  was  in  reference  to  property  located  at  769  North  point  which  housed  an  illegal 
oversized  storage  shed  in  the  rear  yard.  Ms.  Lau's  correspondence  stated  that  the  variance  was  denied  by  the 
Planning  Department  as  the  shed  was  too  large  and  required  a  reduction  in  size. 

Ms.  Tsang  stated  that  on  March  24,  2010,  she  submitted  an  Immediate  Disclosure  Request  to  Ms  Uu. 
requesting  receipt  of  the  documents  electronically  via  email.  Both  Ms.  Lau  and  the  Planning  Department  did 
not  respond  to  her  request.  On  March  29,  2010.  Ms.  Tsang  submitted  a  complaint  to  the  Sunshine  Ordinance 
Task  Force. 

Ms.  Tsang  further  stated  that  the  Planning  Department  did  not  comply  with  her  Immediate  Disclosure 
Request,  did  not  respond  with  the  required  5  business  days,  and  believes  that  the  Planning  Department  is  in 
violation  of  Sunshine  Laws. 
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Member  Craven-Green  stated  that  there  was  a  violation  of  Sections  67.21  and  67.25  of  the  Ordinance  and 
motioned  the  item,  it  was  seconded  by  Member  Goldman. 

Public  Comment: 

Kimo  Crossman  stated  that  he  wanted  to  include  Section  67.21  (e)  to  the  motion. 

Peter  Warfield  stated  that  the  Task  Force  should  investigate  whether  the  Planning  Department  responded  to 
the  complainant  within  the  five  day  requirement.

Allen  Grossman  stated  that  there  are  two  serious  ongoing  problems  that  have  not  been  properly  addressed 
that  involve  the  Deputy  City  Attorney,  Jerry  Threat,  public  records  requests  from  Mr.  Grossman,  and  the  City 
Attorney's  abilih  In  Imcc  mdn  id  11. 1  Is  1, 1  uki  .icln  >n  in  1  >nlei  1. .  gel  public  records. 

Mr.  Grossman  indicated  that  he  sent  a  public  records  request  to  Mr.  Three!  on  April  20.  2010.  requesling 
information  specific  to  the  time  records  maintained  by  Mr.  Three!  relalive  lo  the  amount  of  time  allocated  to 
the  Sunshine  Ordinance  Task  Force.  Mr.  Grossman  stated  that  the  allocation  of  time  had  been  reduced  from 
100%  to  40%  to  18%  of  his  normal  hourly  production.  When  Mr.  Threct  did  not  respond.  Mr.  Grossman  sent 
a  fax  to  the  Deputy  City  Attorney's  office  along  with  a  copy  of  the  original  email  request,  on  April  22,  2010. 

Again,  Mr.  Grossman  received  no  response.  Mr.  Grossman  asked  the  Task  Force  what  should  he  do  as  this  is 
a  problem  that  every  member  of  the  public  faces,  time  and  time  again .  This  can  be  addressed  in  the 
amendments  to  the  Ordinance  ensuring  thai  ihe  public's  inieresl  is  paramounl  and  ensuring  that  the  City 
Attorney's  is  charged  with  Ihe  res  p.  .nsibihl\  .  .1  pr.  'tcctinc  the  public  s  interest  in  obtaining  public  records. 

Kimo  Crossman  stated  that  he  recently  sent  email  correspondence  lo  members  of  the  Task  Force  relating  to 
his  concerns  with  the  current  draft  of  ihe  Sunshine  Ordinance. 

Brid  Star  stated  that  a  few  months  ago  she  submitted  a  public  records  request  to  the  City  Attorney's  Office  for 
disclosure  of  papers  relating  to  the  misconduct  of  Marilyn  1  >  linen  Ms  Star  indicated  that  her  request  was 
originally  scheduled  to  be  heard  before  the  Task  Force,  however  she  was  no!  available  lo  allend  the  meeting 
and  her  complaint  was  subsequently  dismissed.  Ms.  Star  made  another  request  to  have  the  matter  heard 
before  the  Task  Force. 

Chair  Knee  and  Member  Craven-Green  both  stated  that  Ms.  Star's  case  was  not  dismissed,  it  was  heard 
before  the  Task  Force  and  there  was  no  action  taken  to  refer  the  matter  to  another  body. 

Doug  Comstock  passed  around  an  editorial  relating  to  Mr.  Kimo  Crossman  and  Allen  Grossman.  The  article 
was  specific  to  a  Sunshine  Ordinance  article.

Steve  Zeltzer  said  he  also  has  requested  documents  from 
BAVC  and  had  not  received  a  response.  BAVC  should  be  subject  to  rules  that  other  contractors  with  the  rit) 
have  to  follow,  he  said.  This  was  especially  important  when  there  is  a  decline  in  the  number  ol  user-  ..I  th, 

numerous  items  being  given  away  when  the  station  closed  in  late  2009.  The  public  has  the  right  to  know 
what  was  given  away,  he  said.  The  Board  of  Supervisors,  he  noted,  was  denied  a  $375,000  grant  in  January. 
He  also  said  his  computer  was  recently  hacked  costing  him  the  loss  of  numerous  passwords  and  wondered  if 
there  was  a  connection  with  him  having  to  provide  BAVC  with  a  copy  of  his  driver's  license.  A  female  speaker 
said  Mr.  Pasquariello  maybe  right  or  wrong  about  the  driver's  license  issue  but  understo.nl  the  need  to 
ascertain  for  himself  how  the  money  was  being  spent  and  if  the  services  are  being  pro\ided  in  compliance 
with  the  contract  the  City  has  signed. 

Krisana  Hodges,  who  represented  BAVC,  said  the  contract  with  the  City  stipulates  that  onlj  the  contract  and 
its  application  documents  are  subject  to  Section  67.24(e).  There  are  no  other  provisions,  she  said  The 
document  that  Mr.  Pasquariello  wants  was  available  online  through  the  Department  of  Technology.  Admin 
Code  12L,  she  said,  calls  for  open  board  meetings,  which  it  holds,  and  that  there  are  no  complaints  against 
BAVC  for  not  holding  open  meetings  as  required.  The  other  requirements  mentioned  in  12L  have  not  been 
requested.  She  said  she  has  tried  several  times  to  contact  Mr.  Pasquariello  but  that  he  has  not  responded. 
Barry  Fraser,  an  analyst  with  the  Department  of  Technology ,  said  the  department  received  one  faxed  request 
for  documents  on  December  16  and  the  department  responded  to  it  the  next  day.  Since  then,  he  said,  the 
department  has  not  received  anything  from  Mr.  Pasquariello.

Complainant  Ellen  Tsang  said  she  requested  five  specific  documents  from  Jonas  lonin  of  the  Planning 
Department  on  March  11.  She  said  the  department  refused  to  provide  her  with  the  documents  and  on  April  14 
she  filed  a  complaint.  She  said  the  department,  including  the  department  head,  wtis  notified  on  April  21  of 
the  complaint  and  was  told  that  the  department  had  to  provide  a  response  within  five  business  days.  The 
department,  she  said,  failed  to  respond  to  the  notification.  She  also  said  the  department  was  told  that  if  it  had 
any  additional  documents  the  Task  Force  needed  it  by  4  p.m.  on  May  18.  The  department  did  not  submit 
anything  and  to  date  she  has  not  received  the  documents  she  requested.  The  existence  of  the  documents  was 
evidenced  by  emails  between  Mr.  Ionin  and  the  architect  of  the  project  at  2642-2644  Hyde  Street,  she  said. 
The  documents  are  required  by  the  Planning  Department  to  approve  the  project  and  the  permit  was  being 
appealed  before  the  Board  of  Appeals.  She  said  she  needed  the  documents  before  June  3  in  order  to  present 
her  case.  She  added  that  she  contacted  the  department  on  May  24  and  again  she  did  not  get  a  response. 
Anonymous  Tenants  said  this  was  a  simple  case  that  show:s  that  the  Planning  Department  does  not  want  the 
public  to  have  access  to  public  records,  especially  if  it  involves  another  hearing.  He  said  a  similar  case  was 
brought  before  the  Task  Force  and  it  took  more  than  nine  months  to  resolve  the  issue,  but  unfortunately  it 
was  after  the  hearing  had  taken  place.  He  said  it  seems  that  the  planners  have  a  separate  file  from  what  is 
available  to  the  public.  He  also  said  if  the  public  cannot  obtain  the  necessary  documents  then  citizens  cannot 
present  a  watertight  case  at  the  hearing.  If  Planning  does  not  have  the  records,  it  means  that  the  department 
is  not  maintaining  documents  in  a  professional  manner. 
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Mr.  lonin  said  the  department  had  responded  to  Ms.  Tsang's  request  ahoul  llus  project  repeatedly  over  the 
course  of  many  years.  He  then  presented  a  history  of  the  case  but  was  not  able  to  explain  the  department's 
response  to  the  March  11  request  because  his  five-minute  allocation  had  expired. 

Member  Cauthen  wanted  to  know  if  certain  documents  mentioned  in  the  request  existed  and  il  SO  were  thej 

Mr.  Ionin  said  the  documents  existed  but  if  the  complainant  wanted  a  copy  she  needed  to  contact  the 
Department  of  Building  Inspection. 

On  the  Assessor's  map,  Mr.  Ionin  said  he  directed  the  complainant  to  go  to  the  Assessor's  Office  to  get  a  copy. 
On  the  request  for  architect  Robert  M  ittflsi.nl  1  s  final  sinned  and  stamped  revision  drawings,  he  said,  the 
applicant  and  the  architect  need  to  approve  the  document's  release.  He  added  that  a  copy  of  the  revised 
drawings,  but  without  the  signature  and  stamp,  had  been  provided  to  the  complainant.  Once  it  is  stamped,  he 
said,  it  becomes  a  copyright  issue  and  is  governed  by  state  law.

Mr.  Kinsey  said  the  City  Attorney's  Office  has  advised  the  department  that  Section  67.24(e)(1)  prohibits  it 
from  releasing  the  names  until  aftei  [he  selection  process  ends.  That  message,  he  said,  was  conveyed  to  Ms. 
Dumont.  He  said  he  received  the  same  advice  when  he  received  the  second  request  from  Ms.  Dumont.  The 
City  needs  to  protect  the  integrity  of  the  process,  he  said. 

Chair  Knee  said  the  question  is  do  RFQs  fall  under  'all  other  records  of  communications  between  the 
department  and  persons  or  firms  seeking  contracts'  .is  mentioned  111  Se  ction  07. 24(e)(1). 

Member  Snyder  said  the  second  part  of  Section  67.24(e)(1)  does  not  prohibit  the  release  of  information.  In 
plain  English,  he  said,  it  would  mean  to  say  that  .1  department  can  release  the  information  at  any  stage  of  the 
process  but  must  release  it  at  the  end  of  the  selection  process. 

DCAThreet  agreed  with  Member  Snyder  but  cautioned  that  the  Administrative  Code  could  have  certain  rules 

Member  Snyder  added  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  department  to  cite  the  authority  if  other  laws  were 
applicable  in  this  case.

Olga  Ryerson  of  the  City  Administrator's  Office  said  the  index  identifies  records  by  type  and  it  does  help  the 
public  identify  where  the  documents  are  kept  and  for  how  long.  She  also  said  if  a  link  is  found  to  be  broken,  a 
call  to  the  contact  number  on  the  CAO's  webpage  was  the  answer.  She  said  there  are  three  ways  to  search  for 
records  from  the  CAO's  main  page.

Lt.  Joe  Reilly,  Secretary  of  the  Police  Commission,  said  his  two-person  office's  workload  is  burdensome  but 
they  do  their  best.  He  said  he  does  not  want  to  comment  on  the  Police  Department's  website  but  their 
General  Orders  are  accessible  through  that  link.  He  said  the  Police  Commission  meets  every  week  and  has  a 
lot  of  support  documents  that  are  maintained  chronologically.  He  said  a  Police  Commission  resolution 
directs  the  viewer  to  the  background  information,  the  agenda  as  well  as  the  notice  and  minutes  of  the 
meetings.  He  said  all  documents  are  available  online.  The  Police  Commission,  he  said,  still  produces  minutes 
in  bound  edition  and  is  indexed  by  subject.  He  said  the  commission  maintains  the  Index  of  Records  the  same 
way  as  many  other  departments.  He  requested  the  Task  Force  find  for  the  Police  Commission  the  same  way 
other  departments  were  found  on  similar  complaints. 

Member  Wolfe  said  the  complainant  is  looking  at  the  Index  of  Records  and  cannot  find  any  record.  Lt.  Reilly 
responded  by  saying  that  he  does  not  control  the  format  and  specifications  of  the  Index. 

Member  Johnson  noted  that  the  Task  Force  had  agreed  at  the  Compliance  and  .Amendments  Committee 
meeting  that  Section  67.29  does  not  require  linkage  because  the  Index  was  only  for  description  purposes  and 
not  a  document  repository. 

Member  Washburn  also  told  Lt.  Reilly  that  Olga  Ryerson  of  the  City  Administrator's  Office  told  the 
committee  that  her  office  was  working  on  making  improvements  to  the  Index. 

In  closing,  Lt.  Reilly  said  he  appreciated  all  the  comments  that  were  made.  He  also  said  he  was  not  aware  of 
the  improvements  but  promised  full  cooperation  once  the  instructions  were  received. 


Mr.  Hartz  said  the  new  link  to  the  website  was  what  he  was  asking  for  from  the  very  beginning.  Now,  he  said 
who  ever  goes  to  the  Commission's  Index  of  Records  can  continue  their  research  at  the  website. 
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Chair  Knee  asked  if  there  was  a  motion  to  forward  the  matter  to  an  enforcement  entity. 

Public  Comment:  Jason  Grant  Garza  said  the  Police  Commission  representative  was  misleading  the  Task 
Force  by  saying  that  "in  department  does  not  know  what  another  department  was  doing  I  le  said  misleading 
the  public  into  believing  that  one  could  get  something  off  a  link  is  willful  violation  and  official  misconduct. 
Charles  Pitts  said  he  believes  that  the  officer  just  came  here  to  give  more  excuses  and  muddy  up  the  waters. 
He  said  instead  of  saying  he  is  not  in  control  of  putting  things  on  the  web,  he  blames  everybody  else. 

Chair  Knee  said  Section  67.29  would  be  amended  to  include  the  linkage  when  the  time  comes  but  there  is 
nothing  in  the  language  that  would  bar  or  prevent  the  link.  If  departments  and  agencies  wanted  to  make  the 
Index  useful,  he  said,  they  should  be  making  those  linkages.

He  said  the 
gathering  of  such  participants  1,,  discuss  homeless  system  policies  forces  the  meeting  lobe  conducted  in  a 
public  setting  He  said  the  agenda  for  the  Directors'  meeting  agenda  included  discussions  on  the  shelter 
extension  policy  the  medical  ni.iniu.in.i  pohe\  and  plans  to  close  .1  shelter  The  meetings  were  not 
advertised  and  notification  was  In  emails  to  partici|  .mts.  At  the  Stakeholders  meeting  at  2:30  pm  meeting 
items  from  the  Directors  agenda  were  carried  over  but  because  a  majority  of  the  participants  in  the  first 
meeting  do  not  sta>  1 01  the  seci  mil  meeting the  public  is  denied  .1  lull  1  oh-  in  h  el  pine  sh.i  p.  poh,  \   II.  ,  l.niiic.l 
that  the  two-agenda  meeting  was  created  because  .1  provide!  rcccntb  requested  tune  to  speak  on  issues 
outside  the  presence  of  non-shelter  providers.  He  said  this  has  led  to  decisions  being  made  before  the  public- 
gets  involved.  Representatives  of  the  Coalition  on  Homelessncss  have  requested  thai  all  items  be  placed  on 
an  open  agenda  and  only  have  closed  sessions  for  allowable  topics.  But,  he  said,  HSA  has  said  they  have  the 
right  to  hold  private  meetings. 

Charles  Pitts  said  he  has  read  the  department's  response  and  finds  that  the  meeting  was  a  passive  meeting. 
Mr.  Pitts  said  once  inside  the  building  there  was  a  waiting  area  where  the  public  has  to  wait  until  they  are 
buzzed  into  the  meeting  room  area.  Mr.  Pitts  claimed  that  while  Mr  Wnghl  was  prevented  from  entering  the 
room  other  members  of  the  public  were  allowed  in.  Jason  Grant  Garza  said  he  does  not  see  any  HSA 
representative  and  would  like  to  know  the  penalties  for  not  attending  the  meeting  because  Mr.  Wright  is 
entitled  to  due  process  and  respondent  needs  to  give  their  side  of  the  story  .  Thomas  Picarello  said  he  has 
been  invited  to  attend  the  Directors'  meeting  but  that  was  when  he  was  a  member  of  the  Shelter  Monitoring 
Committee.  He  said  substantial  policy  issues  are  discussed  at  the  meetings  and  the  public  should  be  allowed 
to  participate. 

The  respondent  was  not  present.  No  one  in  the  audience  presented  facts  and  evide  nce  in  support  of  the 

Member  Snyder  said  in  order  to  reach  the  merits  of  the  case  Task  Force  members  need  to  know  more  about 
the  meeting.  Unfortunately,  he  said,  there  is  nothing  in  the  record  to  assist  members  in  reaching  a  decision. 
However,  he  said  the  respondent  has  violated  Section  67.21(e)  for  not  sending  a  knowledgeable 
representative.  He  suggested  the  respondent  appear  before  the  Compliance  and  Amendments  Committee 
and  explain  their  position. 

To  Chair  Knee.  Mr.  Wright  said  he  was  already  in  the  conference  room  and  sitting  at  the  table  when  HSA 
staffer  Scott  Walton  approached  him  and  told  him  to  leave  because  it  was  a  private  meeting. 

In  closing,  Mr.  Wright  said  the  non-appearance  is  an  example  of  the  department's  bad-faith  intention  on  not 
reaching  a  legal  agreement  on  the  matter.

Chair  Knee  said  the  matter  should  be  continued  because  the  Task  Force  does  not  have  the  information  it 
needs  to  make  an  informed  decision.

Complainant  Charles  Pitts  said  a  person  sitting  behind  a  window  in  the  lobby  of  the  building  can  determine 
the  race,  class  or  status  of  a  person  wishing  to  enter  the  conference  room  before  buzzing  the  door  open  or  to 
deny  that  person  access  to  the  meeting  room.  When  he  approached  the  door,  he  said,  she  gave  him  a  look 
over  and  denied  him  access  to  the  conference  room.  He  said  he  tried  to  enter  when  someone  opened  the 
door  but  that  person  physically  obstructed  his  path  and  told  him  he  could  not  enter.  It  was  only  when  the 
security  guard  approved  of  him  that  he  was  allowed  entrance,  he  said.  The  many  barriers  placed  in  the  way  to 
a  public  meeting  does  not  conform  to  the  spirit  and  the  letter  of  the  Sunshine  Ordinance,  he  said.  The 
meeting  should  not  be  held  in  this  building  and  given  the  City's  resources;  a  suitable  site  could  be  located,  he 
added. 

Thomas  Picarello  said  the  building  is  not  public  friendly.  The  first  door  is  never  locked  but  the  second  is  and 
anybody  wanting  to  attend  the  Local  Homeless  Coordinating  Board  Funding  Committee  meeting  has  to  wait 

The  respondent  was  not  present.  No  one  in  the  audience  presented  facts  and  evidence  in  support  of  the 
respondent. 

Member  Wolfe  said  the  department's  email  response  was  troubling  because  staff  thinks  that  the  hearings  are 
an  administrative  process.  He  also  said  Ali  Schlageter's  email  mentioned  a  HSA  Security  Policy  and  yet  the 
policy  was  not  provided. 

To  Member  Manneh,  Mr.  Pitts  said  he  did  not  ask  why  he  was  denied  entrance  because  he  does  what  he 
needs  to  do  and  in  this  case  he  was  trying  to  open  a  door  to  gain  access  to  a  public  meeting.

Complainant  Nick  Pasquariello  said  on  November  20.  200g.  he  submitted  .111  application  fur  lime  slots  at 
BAVC/SF  Commons  offices  and  one  of  the  conditions  he  agreed  to  was  that  BAVC  scan  his  driver's  license  to 
be  kept  on  file  "for  internal  use  only."  On  December  22,  2009.  he  faxed  and  sent  a  certified  letter  asking  for 
clarification  of  BAVC's  privacy  and  security  protection  of  tin  digitallv  scanned  driver's  licenses.  He  said  he 
also  emailed  the  letter  to  BAVC's  Board  of  Directors  and  has  yet  to  receive  a  response.  On  February  23,  2010, 
BAVC  attorney  Krisana  Hodges  told  him  thatthe  scanning  had  been  outsourced  to  Salesforce.com.  On  May 
25,  2010,  he  said,  Ms.  Hodges  offered  to  send  him  a  copy  of  the  contrac  t  between  Saletf6ice.com  and  BAVC, 
but  later  with  drew  her  offer. 

Ray  Hartz  said  BAVC  illegally  copied  Mr.  Pasquariello's  driver  s  license  without  permission  and  has  since 
transmitted  the  data  to  Salesforce.com.  He  said  BAVC  did  not  have  the  authorization  to  take  it  and  neither 
did  it  have  authorization  to  send  it  to  another  entity  unless  it  is  part  of  the  contract  with  the  City.  Jason  Grant 
Garza  said  BAVC's  silence  on  the  matter  is  dubious,  unethical,  immoral  but  American. 

Barry  Fraser,  an  analyst  with  the  Department  of  Technology,  said  Mr.  Pasquariello  faxed  an  Immediate 
Disclosure  Request  on  June  24,  2010,  requesting  copies  of  contracts  between  BAVC  and  Salesforce.com.  He 
said  the  fax  was  not  delivered  In  the  appropriate  department  stall  and  the  department  Ik-came  aware  ol  it 
only  when  the  Task  Force  notified  it  that  Mr.  Pasquariello  had  filed  a  complaint.  He  said  the  department 
notified  Mr.  Pasquariello  by  mail  that  it  did  not  have  any  record  responsive  to  his  request.  However,  on  July 
15,  2010,  BAVC  mailed  Mr.  Pasquariello  a  link  to  the  Salesforce.com  contract.  The  department  found  out  on 
August  2,  2010.  that  Mr.  Pasquariello  was  not  aware  of  BAVC's  gesture.  Mr.  Pasquariello  then  requested  that 
the  department  download  the  document  and  provide  it.  The  department  sent  him  a  copy  of  the  document  via 
email.  On  August  5,  2010,  after  Mr.  Pasquariello  said  he  had  difficulty  with  email  attachments;  the 
department  offered  him  a  paper  copy  but  was  turned  down  because  he  already  had  a  copy.  On  August  9, 
2010,  Mr.  Pasquariello  submitted  another  IDR  to  the  department  requesting  a  signed  copy  of  the  contract. 
The  department  responded  by  saying  that  it  did  not  have  any  record  responsive  to  the  request.  The 
document,  he  said,  was  a  click  wrap  agreement  and  did  not  have  a  signature'  page  Mr  I- riser  admitted  that 
the  department  was  one  day  late  because  of  the  misplaced  fax.  He  also  said  Mr.  Pasquariello  had  earlier  in 
the  day  shown  him  more  details  on  the  driver's  license  agreement  and  so  would  like  more  time  to  review  his 
allegations.  However,  he  said,  that  if  then  were  issues  it  would  In-  about  contract  compliance  and  not  about 


Member  Wolfe  said  under  Chapter  12L  of  the  Administrative  Code,  the  complaint  needs  to  go  to  the 
department  first.  If  it  is  not  resolved,  either  party  can  bring  the  matter  to  the  Task  Force  for  an  advisory 
opinion.  But,  he  said,  the  Task  Force  "shall  not  prejudice  the  right  of  the  member  of  the  public  and/or  the 
nonprofit  organization  to  obtain  a  review  of  the  C'ilv  agencv  ,.rdi  partnu-nt  -  reviiim-  "  la lion  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  as  provided  herein. "Therefore,  he  said,  he  does  not  see  any  violation  by  the  department 
because  the  issue  is  between  Mr.  Pasquariello  and  BAVC.

Complainant  Jason  Grant  Garza  said  this  was  the  latest  in  a  string  of  appearances  he  has  made  before  the 
Task  Force.  He  said  only  one  complaint  was  remedied  and  forwarded  to  the  Ethics  Commission  but  nothing 
came  out  of  it.  He  said  90  percent  of  his  cases  resulted  in  his  favor  but  somehow  no  findings  were  presented. 
In  this  case,  he  wanted  to  know  what  the  penalty  was  for  the  respondent  who  was  not  present.  He  said  Eileen 
Shields  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  was  in  violation  because  medical  records  fall  under  the 
Ordinance.  He  said  he  went  to  the  Tom  Waddell  Health  Center  for  urgent  medical  care  because  he  was 
denied  treatment  by  Healthy  San  Francisco.  He  said  no  explanation  for  the  refusal  was  provided.  He  also 
requested  his  records  through  Crisis  Management  and  that  was  also  denied.  He  said  there  was  no  reason  not 
to  give  him  the  records  because  in  2003  the  Task  Force  had  ruled  that  medical  records  were  under  the 
Sunshine  Ordinance. 

The  respondent  was  not  present.  No  one  in  the  audience  presented  facts  and  evidence  in  support  of  the 

Member  Wolfe  said  the  de|>,irtmeni  had  vinl.ited  Section  h-.2-(b)  lor  withholding  on  the  basis  that 
disclosure  is  prohibited  by  law.The  respondent  should  cite  the  specific  statutory  authority  in  the  California 
Public  Records  Act  or  elsewhere.  He  said  she  does  not  offer  any  reference. 

Member  Wolfe  said  all  cities  need  authorization  to  disclose  health  information  to  ensure  that  the  person  in 
front  of  them  is  the  person  who  he  or  she  claims  to  be. 

But  Mr.  Garza  argued  that  lie  did  not  fill  out  a  form  in  2002  when  the  department  mailed  him  his  records, 
and  he  certainly  did  not  need  to  fill  out  one  now  because  the  Task  Forte  has  already  ruled  that  medical 
records  were  covered  by  the  Sunshine  Ordinance. 

Member  Snyder  said  Ms.  Shields  s  email  suggests  that  the  Health  Insurance  Portability  and  Accountability 
Act  requires  a  health  agency  to  verify  who  you  are  before  they  release  your  records  to  you.  That  process 
involves  filling  out  the  Authorization  to  Release/Request  for  an  Individual  s  Health  Information  Form. 

Member  Wolfe  noted  that  he  was  not  going  to  advise  anybody  to  sign  the  form  that  was  presented  as 
evidence  because  he  did  not  know  how  old  these  forms  were  and  because  he  did  not  know  if  those  were  the 
correct  and  current  forms. 

Inclosing,  Mr.  Garza  said  if  the  Task  Force  ruled  in  his  favor  and  sent  it  to  the  I-  thus  Commission  nothing 
would  happen.  He  said  that  would  be  like  offering  citizens  a  disservice.
